(iv) to generally oversee and monitor through Central 
level Road Safety Coll the road safety measures 
undertaken by States |UT agencies. 

3. The Council shall decide the procedure and methodology 
to be adopted for its functioning. 

4. The Council will hold its meetings allcast once a year. 

5. The tenure of the above co-opted Institutionalllndivl- 
dual members will be for a period of two years from the 
date of issue of this Resolution. 

6. The members at S. Nos. 27 to 43 above will be 
entitled to draw TA|DA by RaillRoad as per rules to Grade 
I oflicers of the Government of India for attending the 
meeting of the Council.
